The suit which Ig to recover the sum of 
17,022. from the Provident Life and 
Trust rompany is one of the most le- 
marliable in the hit;tury o( liie in 
stirance. 

The trageuy which ended the life of 
Mrs. Shortlldge was enacted In Media 

ono N'rw Yrar'K wo an J <ausf> a gitJU 
Bcnsatiou. Severai, yoars before thai 
-date, rrof.Shortlidge had come to Media 
With his family and established what 
was known as the Media Academy foi 
ToUBg Mm. For aeveral years tli ■ 
ventUrr wa.s sutcesslul, the st'bool hav- 
ing a high class patronag*. Then Mrs. 
SborUidge died. 

Tn November, 1893, Prof. ShortllflRp 
married Miss Marie Di.xon Jonrg. 
Shortly after his second raarriage the 
professor began to act strangely. Tho 
night of the killing, six weeks after tho 
marriage of Prof.Shortlldge Invited hia 
wife to go out witli him for a walk. A 
short distance from the house, he shot 
her through the heart and then at- 
tempted suicide but was disarmed by a 
neighbor. In the trial which follower! 
Prof. Shortliil^f was ;.;qui;ioil on tlin 
ground of insanity and was oonfluca 
in an asylum until a year ago. 

There is no case of a parallel nature 
in the insurance annals of this stjate.

The sliuotmg wa.-> 
the result of two separate riOLs. 'i be 
first began at 2 o'clock a. m. ana 
reached a climax about 6 o'clock when 
the marching strikers, mostly Him- 
carlans, attacked the men on their way 
to w(,. k in the Oneida colliery, which 
is ot eiaici by Coxe Brothers and Co. 
The marchers numbered about 300 
men, women and boys. Stones w*>re 
thrown and the coal and Iran polii e- 
nu n who endeavored to protect tliosp 
on the way to work were forced to 
seek BheKer. No shots were fired at 
f^'* tlr?p and the marchers rtlsperBei. 
The second clash was the ret ilt o; an 
utteiupt on ihe part of the company to 
have a train of cv.al cars moved from 
the slopes to a breaker. The engine 
which was attached to the cars was 
surrounded by men and women who 
stoned the engineer. Superintendent 
Duliok of Drifton remonstrated with 
the crowd, but to n^ purpose. 

The policemen in this instance were 
employes who had been sworn in to 
protect the company's collieries. R^v. 
Carl Houser, a Lutheran clergyman, 
appealed iti vain to the mob to dis- 
perse. Persistent attempts were made i 
to run the train ami tlie im-n niaiie a ) 
concerted rush upon the guards who 
are said to have run in the direction 
of the engine house. The strikers 
gave chase and the firing followed. 
Probably a dozen shots were flreri. It 
Is not known from which side the first 
shot came. 

After a conference between company 
officials, Sherff Toole of P.>tt.sville was 
notiflei) iiei* the coniiiany was in need 
Of instant protection. He was urged 
to requ^t the governor to send mil- 
Itary aid.
